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ABSTRACT 

This bibliography presents a representative selection 
of books and periodical articles (most published since 1979) for 
parents concerned with guiding the development of their preschool 
handicapped children. The first section lists 29 books and articles 
addressing major parental issues and concerns such as parenting 
skills, coping, advocacy, family life, home care, services; and 
specific disabilities including blindness, wheelchair-bound, 
neurological impairments, learning disabilities, and cerebral palsy. 
The bibliography's second section lists 15 citations dealing with 
activities for developing skills in preschool handicapped children. 
Ideas for toys, games, and other developmental activities are 
presented in these resources. Nine periodicals for parents of 
preschool children (some especially for parents of exceptional 
children) are cited in the next section, followed by four periodicals 
for preschool (but not necessarily exceptional) children. Seven 
related bibliographies and 19 reference circulars, covering such 
areas as accessibility, attitudes toward handicapped people, braille, 
and spoken-word recordings, are listed in the final section. (CB) 
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INTRODUCTION 

Hiis bibliography consists of a representative selection of books and 
periodical articles fron the large and expanding body of literature 
concerned with guiding the development of handicapped children during the 
preschool years. Enphasis is on publications appearing since 1979. An 
attanpt has been made to include material on all major issues and concerns 
confronting parents in their efforts to pronote the development of their 
handicapped children in the critical early years of life. 

The books cited were in print at the time this bibliography was ccmpiled 
and can be purchased through bookstores or directly fron their publishers. 
Most of the books should also be available on loan frcxn local public 
libraries. In cases where publishers' addresses are not readily available 
fron libraries or bookstores ^ they are shown following the citations. 

Subscriptions to the periodicals listed in Section II should be ordered 
directly fron the publishers indicated. Prices of books ^ as well as 
periodical subscriptions^ change frequently and should be verified before 
ordering.
